Park may be converted into protected area 





cal Court is considering KU would pay to reclaim 97-acres of wetlands 


a plan to convert the 97- 


acre county park in Glen¬ 
coe into a protected wet¬ 
land area. 

Scott Fennell and Dave 
Geohegan from Northern 
Kentucky University told 
Fiscal Court members at 
last Thursday’s Septem¬ 
ber meeting there would 
be no charge for the 
project to develop nature 


trails, campgrounds, rest¬ 
rooms and conservation 
areas. Money for the pro¬ 
gram would come from 
Kentucky Utilities, which 
is required by federal 
law to restore area wet¬ 
lands because of the large 
amount of land it’s con¬ 
verting into an ash storage 
pit in the western part of 


the county. 

Fennell, who has 
worked on 26 similar 
projects since 1999, said 
Gallatin County’s park 
would be a perfect candi¬ 
date for the program. 

Although there would 
be little cost to the county, 
the court would have to 
agree to a “conservation 


easement” which means 
the property would be 
protected forever, even if 
it were sold in the future. 

“You can sell it any 
time you want, but the 
restrictions will remain in 
place,” Fennel said.

Many Gallatin County 
residents remember Dr. 
Tim Furnish. He grew 
up on Smith Ave. in War¬ 
saw with his father and 


mother, Gordon and Betty 
Furnish, and his sister, 
Missy Furnish. He’s now 
a respected scholar and 
Middle East expert. 


After graduating from 
Gallatin County High 
School in 1978, he stud¬ 
ied at Georgetown Col¬ 
lege and then received a 
PhD in Islamic history 
from Ohio State Univer¬ 
sity. He also served with 
distinction as an officer in 
the U.S. Army. During the 
last decade, Dr. Furnish 
has worked as a college 
professor, writer and con¬ 
sultant to the U.S. military 
and government.

the Corps of Engineers, 
the Division of Water and 
Kentucky’s Cabinet of 
Natural Resources. 

Fennell said once the 
streams and land at the 
park are “reclaimed” 
the county would be re¬ 
sponsible for maintain¬ 
ing the property. Part of 
that maintenance would 
be removing sediment in 
the stream that originates 
from the County Fair¬ 
grounds off-road race¬ 
course. The Fairgrounds 
property is located inside 
the park but would not be 
included in the reclama¬ 
tion project. 

All members of the 
court seemed to be in fa¬ 
vor of the project but said 
they wanted County At¬ 
torney Spike Wright to ex¬ 
amine the contract before 
it’s signed. Once a con¬ 
tract is signed, a concept 
plan will be developed 
and then the final design 
plans will be created. 

In other Fiscal Court 
business: 

•Judge/executive Ken 
McFarland told magis¬ 
trates the county would 
soon have a bus for senior 
citizens. Once the bus has 
arrived, McFarland will 
meet with senior citizen 
organizations to develop 
transportation routes. 

•McFarland said the 
newly developed Sugar 
Creek boat ramp area has 
been well received. A new 
dock is in place and a pic¬ 
nic area will soon be built 


there. 

•The magistrates 
learned the 911 Dispatch 
Center is being renovated 
and the work should be 
finished soon. 

•The Rt. 16 hill going 
into Glencoe is still closed 
because of erosion but 
it should be open soon. 
Glencoe/Veterans Memo¬ 
rial magistrate Dudley 
Gullion complained about 
the delay that has kept the 
busy road closed for over 
a year. 

•The court approved 
a solid waste law that 
regulates the collection, 
transportation, handling 
and storage of all garbage 
and waste generated in the 
county. 

•Resident John Cain 
said he has started a busi¬ 
ness that brings low-cost 
high-speed Internet ac¬ 
cess to many homes in 
the county. He asked the 
court if he could lease 
space on the county’s ra¬ 
dio tower on Johnson Rd. 
so he could put up an an¬ 
tenna that would expand 
his coverage. McFarland 
said Cain would first have 
to show he has liability 
insurance and that his an¬ 
tenna would not interfere 
with the county’s radio 
reception. 

•Assistant County At¬ 
torney Bill Ledger told the 
court he has been working 
to get neglected property 
in the county cleaned up. 
He said he originally tar¬ 
geted 80 homes in need 
of repair or mowing. The 
number is now down to

to head south

Meteorologists have begun to is¬ 
sue long-term forecasts for the coming 
winter. I saw one Sunday from a group 
called “Snow Day” that said we would 
have below average temperatures this 
winter but average snowfall. 

Last fall, Snow Day said we were in 
store for a harsh winter with freezing 
temperatures and lots of blowing snow. 
Instead, we had a mild winter. 

Other forecasts I’ve seen say we 
should expect an average winter. Be¬ 
cause of Snow Day’s miscalculation

last year and because I’m not sure what 
average means, I’ve decided to launch 
my own investigation into what the win¬ 
ter will have in store for us. My research 
has me worried. 

First, I found a hornet’s nest and 
measured how far it was off the ground. 
The nest hung from a big White Ash tree 
near Craigs Creek and was 12 ft. up in 
the air. That’s pretty high, which is a clue 
hornets think the snow may get deep this 
winter. 

My next stop was Bill McIntyre’s 
cornfield. Meteorologists think ocean 
temperatures are a good way to predict 
the weather. That’s fine, but the late 
Hansel Carpenter told me there’s a bet¬ 
ter way. 

“Check out corn husks if you want to 
find out what Mother Nature is going to 
do,” said Hansel. “If the husks are thick, 


expect cold weather, if they’re thin, it’ll 
be mild.” 

Bill McIntyre’s cornfield confused 
me. Some husks were thick and some 
were thin. They all looked stifled by this 
summer’s severe drought, however, so 
I went to look for more conclusive evi¬ 
dence about the winter ahead of us. 

I stopped at a Persimmon tree that 
grows along my driveway because old- 
timers say a persimmon’s seeds will tell 
you all you need to know about winter. 

If the seeds looks like a shovels, lots 
of heavy, wet snow is on the way. If they 
resemble a fork, the winter will be mild 
with powdery, light snow. The seeds 
may also be knife-shaped which means 
you’ll feel icy, cutting winds when win¬ 
ter arrives. 

The seeds I found all looked like 
chickens pecking grain. I have no idea 


what that means. 

That’s why my next stop was to find 
a fuzzy looking caterpillar people call 
a woolly worm. They are supposedly 
the best predictors of winter weather. 
Brown stripes mean mild weather but 
black stripes mean get the long under¬ 
wear, firewood and snow shovels ready. 

First, I looked in the old shed be¬ 
hind my house, which usually houses 
what appears to be a woolly worm so¬ 
cial club. I couldn’t find one there. I 
also couldn’t find any in the woodpile, 
along the fencerow, on the side of the 
house or in my garage. There wasn’t a 
woolly worm anywhere and that’s what 
has me worried. 

If the coming winter looks so bad 
the woolly worms have left town, may¬ 
be we all should think about heading 
south while the roads are still clear. 
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We Didn’t Start the Fire: What’s 
Going On In the Muslim World?

Wars, rumors of wars 
and burning American em¬ 
bassies seem a regular oc¬ 
currence in the Middle East, 

Africa and South Asia, even 
with a US President whose 
father was Muslim and 
who has labored mightily to 
heal the breach between the 
world’s two largest religions 
(Christianity, 2.2 billion; 

Islam, 1.6 billion) and their 
civilizations. 

Are the embassy attacks in Egypt, Pakistan, Yemen, Su¬ 
dan and even Iraq, as well as the killing of American diplo¬ 
mats in Libya, due solely to the comical anti-Muhammad 
video—as the Obama Administration claims? Or are they 
because of US foreign policy in the Islamic world, as admin¬ 
istration critics allege? 

Islam began six centuries after Christ with Arabia’s Mu¬ 
hammad, who claimed Allah told him to correct the mis¬ 
takes of the Jews (that they were the “Chosen People,” for 
example) and Christians (among others, that Jesus was the 
crucified and resurrected Son of God). 

After Muhammad’s death the Qur’an (Koran) was writ¬ 
ten down and is revered by most Muslims as the literal word 
of Allah—to be followed in every detail, even today. While 
much in the Qur’an is admirable, even more is not: Sura 
al-Nisa’[IV]: 33 says a man can beat his wives (yes, plural) 
for misbehaving; Sura al-Anfal [VIII] :36 mandates war until 
Islam “reigns supreme;” Sura al-Tawbah [IX] :5 orders Mus¬ 
lims to “fight, besiege, ambush, slay the unbelievers wher¬ 
ever you find them.” 

There are countless other examples—all quite different 
from “love your neighbor as yourself’ and “when someone 
strikes you, turn the other cheek.” And unlike the Old Testa¬ 
ment, which limits violence in time and scope, the Qur’an 
mandates Muslims wage jihad until the entire world “sub¬ 
mits” (“Islam” means “submission,” not “peace”). Also, 
Muslims adhere to “Hadiths,” alleged sayings and actions 
of Muhammad, which portray him as militaristic, intolerant 
and lecherous—quite unlike Jesus or even, Buddha. 

Fervent belief in Muhammad’s revelation, especially ji¬ 
had, propelled the Arabs, and other Islamic converts (such 
as the Turks), to conquer in Allah’s name from Arabia east¬ 
wards to India and westward across North Africa and Spain. 
Thus the Cmsades, which started in 1096, were actually 
failed attempts to fight back. But by the 18th century Western 
Christian powers (Britain, France, Russia and, later, the US) 
were militarily more powerful than even the greatest Islamic 
one, the Ottoman Empire, and in the 19th and 20th centuries 
much Islamic territory was mled by “infidels.” 

For 200 years Muslims have tried two major ideologies 
to catch up—imitating the West, and “reforming” Islam by 
incorporating ideas like democracy or socialism, but neither 
has worked: Muslim countries, particularly Arab ones, are 
still mired in high unemployment and illiteracy, lack of sci¬ 
entific expertise and rampant violence. 

Since 1979, when Iran’s Islamic Revolution re-legiti- 
mized religious mle and terrorism, a third route—rejection 
of Western concepts and “returning” to Islam—has been all 
the rage. 

This ideology has borne fruit: today 31 of the 51 groups 
on the State Department’s list of Foreign Terrorist Organiza¬ 
tions are Islamic; in 2011 over 12,000 people were killed 
by Islamic terrorist attacks (compared to 77 by “Neo-Nazis/ 
White Supremacists,” about whom Homeland Security ob¬ 
sesses); and since 9/11, 82% of the people convicted of ter¬ 
rorism in the US have been Muslim. 

The minority of Muslims who decry violence get lost in 
the militant mob. US foreign policy has been used by Ron 
Paul’s followers to explain 9/11 and Nidal Malik Hasan’s 
shooting rampage at Ft. Hood—and no doubt, now, Ambas¬ 
sador Stevens’s murder. But the US didn’t even exist when 
Muhammad started jihad, Rome was sacked by Arab Mus¬ 
lims in 846 AD, and the Ottoman Empire conquered Con¬ 
stantinople or besieged Vienna three times. And the fledgling 
US had no presence in the Islamic world in the early 1800s 
when the Barbary pirates seized US ships and enslaved 
American “infidels”—as is legal under Islamic law. 

Obama’s UN Ambassador Susan Rice is closer to the 
truth when she blames the violence on that infamous video. 
But thereby the administration tacitly accepts that Muslims 
are justified in having violent tantrums whenever Muham¬ 
mad is “insulted”—agreeing with Sura al-Ma’ida[V]:33 
that “those who war, or make mischief against, Muhammad 
should be murdered, crucified or have their hands and feet 
amputated.” 

Neither Obama, Rice nor Secretary of State Clinton can 
bring themselves to acknowledge that Muslim “extremists” 
are only able to gin up murderous mobs because they push 
legitimate buttons, drawing upon Islam’s own history of 
violence. Perhaps some day, before it’s too late, we’ll get an 
administration that can handle the truth.

New hope on higher teacher quality 


Legislators in Kentucky face 
two big questions: How to make 
Kentucky a better educated state, 
and how to help the poor Appala¬ 
chian counties develop in a way 
that won’t burden the rest of the 
commonwealth. 

Those issues are related but 
there’s a new connection between 
them: a prospect that a relatively 
small group of young teachers 
in Eastern Kentucky can inspire 
their students, their colleagues, 
school officials, and their com¬ 
munities to dream bigger dreams 
and achieve more of them - and 
focus more attention statewide on 
teacher effectiveness. 

Teach for America is a national 
program that recruits top students 
from top colleges to teach in low 
income areas. The program was 
brought to my attention through 
John James Snidow, a whiz kid 
from Ashland, an honor graduate 
in economics from Harvard who 
is now in Yale Law School. 

He arrived to work at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky’s Institute for 
Rural Journalism and Commu¬ 
nity Issues with the idea to write 
about Teach for America, and he 
found some real news. 

Perhaps the biggest was that 
state Education Commissioner 
Terry Holiday told him that some 
of the teacher preparation pro¬ 
grams in Eastern Kentucky need 
to start producing better teachers, 
or shut down. 

Among the teacher-prep pro¬ 
grams in Appalachian Kentucky, 
graduates of Berea College had 
the best first-time pass rate on 
a qualifying test in 2006-09.: 
95.4%, according to the online 
Teacher Preparation Dashboard 
of the state Education Profes¬ 
sional Standards Board. Berea 
was followed by the University 
of Pikeville, 89.8%; Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky University, 88.1%; Lindsey 


Wilson College, 84.6%; Morehead 
State University, 83.4%; University 
of the Cumberlands, 80.5%. 

Teach for America has 36 teach¬ 
ers in 20 schools in 11 Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky counties. The arrival of TEA 
teachers is not only putting pressure 
on traditional teacher-prep programs 
to improve, it is stirring hope that 
the teachers’ sharp minds, youthful 
energy, diverse backgrounds and 
fresh perspectives are invigorating 
these rural schools and giving fresh 
promise to the idea that education is 
the key to economic progress in Ap¬ 
palachian Kentucky. 

Snidow went to some of the first 
year’s counties and found that the 
TFA teachers are a hit with stu¬ 
dents, parents, and other community 
members. Unlike its national union, 
the Kentucky Education Associa¬ 
tion likes Teach for America. KEA 
didn’t oppose the law that gives TFA 
teachers alternative certification, it 
likes the diversity they bring to ru¬ 
ral schools, and it hopes they inspire 
top students to consider teaching. 

TFA teachers aren’t just placed; 
they must compete for jobs and Sni¬ 
dow found there was skepticism that 
TFA could get the political support 


needed to open a region in Eastern 
Kentucky, where teaching jobs are 
prized. But he found the need for 
qualified teachers in science, math 
and foreign languages overcame 
the local politics. You can read Sni- 
dow’s stories online at http://irjci.

This is not just an issue for the 
east; the Council on Postsecond¬ 
ary Education has adopted a goal 
of increasing teacher effectiveness, 
teacher-prep programs have been 
reformed, and the Prichard Com¬ 
mittee for Academic Excellence has 
a huge team looking at it statewide. 

A similar program, Teach Ken¬ 
tucky, has placed more than 120 
teachers in schools with many poor 
students, almost entirely in the Lou¬ 
isville metropolitan area. It takes a 
somewhat different approach, look¬ 
ing for students with a long-term 
interest in education and requiring 
them to enter a master’s degree pro¬ 
gram. Its web site is http://www.

Independent Auditor's Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund 
information of Gallatin County, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2011, which collectively comprise the County's basic financial 
statements, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Gallatin County Fiscal Court. Our 
responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United Stales of America, the standards applicable to 
financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for 
Fiscal Court Audits issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, 
on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that 
our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note I, Gallatin County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements in accordance wuh the modified cash basis, which is a 
comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in (he United States of America. 

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the 
governmental activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of Gallatin County, Kentucky, as ofJune 30, 2011, and 
the respective changes in financial position, where applicable, thereof Tor the year then ended in conformity with the basis of accounting 
described in Note I. 

The county has implemented Governmental Accounting Standards Board Statement 54 as it relates to the modified cash basis of accounting as 
described in Note 1 T which has altered the formal and content of the basic financial statements. 

The county has not presented the management's discussion and analysis that the Governmental Accounting Standards Board fGASB) has 
determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic financial statements. The budgetary comparison information 
is not a required part of the basic financial statements but is supplementary information required by CASE. We have applied certain limited 
procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the budgetary 
comparison information. However, we did not audit it and express no opinion on it. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise Gallatin County, Kentucky's 
basic financial statements. The accompanying supplementary information, combining fund financial statements, is presented for purposes of 
additional analysis and is not a required pan of the basic financial statements. The combining fund financial statements have been subjected to 
the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, arc fairly stated in all material respects in 
relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated June 13, 2012, on our consideration of Gallatin County, 
Kentucky's internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions oflaws, regulations, contracts, and 
grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial repotting 
and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. 
That report is an integral pan of an audit performed in accordance with Government Audit inti Standards and should be considered in assessing 


the results of our audit.

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Planting by 
the Signs

Well, as My Late Dad¬ 
dy used to say, “like the 
trees said in the Spring ... 
we must be leafing!” 

And it’s time for me 
to wrap up my weekly 
columns for this garden¬ 
ing season in the Gallatin 
County News. The edi¬ 
tor has sold my space to 
someone else for the new 
season. I’ve got to go, but 
just like Frosty in the car¬ 
toon, “I’ll be back again 
some day ...” and that 
day will be soon after the 
first of the year as we start 
preparing for our 2013 
gardens. 

In the meantime, I’m 
as close as Twitter, email, 
texting and the telephone. 
See the information bel¬ 
low. 

Also, my monthly over¬ 
view of the moon phases 
and signs will continue 
to appear in The River 
Times - except in January 
when we don’t publish 
that one. 

While the drought cer¬ 
tainly impacted this year’s 
gardening season, I hope 
you were able to salvage 
something for your ef¬ 
forts. And I further hope 
planting by the phases 
of the moon and signs of 
the zodiac helped you and 
you’ll plan on adding this 
method next year to your 
good gardening practices. 

Now here’s the infor¬ 
mation for the remainder 
of the month and, oddly 
enough, it’s no different 
than I gave you last week, 
hasn’t changed a bit other 
than to be updated by a 
few days. 

The moon is in the 
light phase now, the new 
moon having come to rule 
Saturday. Any planting 


done anywhere until the 
next full moon at 11:19 
p.m. Saturday, Sept. 29, 
should be above-ground 
producers. 

A look at the signs re¬ 
veals outstanding planting 
is in order for what remains 
of today (Wednesday) and 
Thursday with the sign in 
Scorpio (the secrets), one 
of the four most fertile 
signs.
